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WASHINGTON (AP) - House 


colleagues of Vice President-designate 
Gerald R. Ford gave him a standing 
ovation today, foreshadowing easy con- 
firmation of his nomination. 


Republicans and Democrats stood and 


applauded for a minute after a clerk 
read President Nixon's brief message 
nominating the Michigan Republican 
under the terms of the 25th Amendment 
-^the first time it has been used. 


The House remained in session only 


eight minutes —long enough to receive 
the message and to hear Rep. Henry 
Gonzalez, D-Tex., urge the House 
Judiciary Committee, which will con- 
sider the nomination, to study the pos- 
sibility of revising the amendment to 


eliminate what Gonzalez said was the 
possibility of abuse. Gonzalez expressed 
no opposition to Ford. 


In the Senate a presidential messenger 


sat in the secretary's office, waiting to 
deliver the nomination, while the Senate 
recessed for a Democratic caucus on 
procedures for considering the nominat- 
ion. 


An Associated Press survey found 


Ford with 52 Senate votes, one more than 
needed for confirmation. None of the 
senators initially contacted were op- 
posed, but 10 said they were reserving 
judgment pending the hearings. 


At the same time, 134 House members 


said they would vote for Ford, two said 
they were opposed and 15 were 


undecided or withholding comment. 


The President clearly had the Water- 


gate and Agnew scandals in mind when 
he told the nation "it is vital that we turn 
away from the obsessions of the past, 
and turn to the great challenges of the 
future." 


"This is a time for a new beginning for 


America, a new beginning in which we 
all dedicate ourselves to the tasks of 
meeting the challenges we face, seizing 
the opportunities for greatness and 
meeting the dangers wherever they are, 
at home and abroad." 


The beaming 60-year-old Ford bound- 


ed to Nixon's side from his front row seat 
in the White House East Room and ac- 
cepted the nomination with a promise to

work "to make America a united 
America." 


His selection immediately placed his 


name high on the list of Republican 
contenders for the presidency in 1976. 


As he left the White House Friday- 


night, Ford told newsmen "I have no 
intentions to run in 1976 for president or 
for vice president." 


But speculation about his presidential 


ambitions threaded through the praise 
lavished on Ford by both Democrats and 
Republicans. 


The tall, pipe-smoking lawyer and 


former college football star has 
represented a western Michigan district 
in the House for 25 years, building a 
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reputation as a staunch party man and a 
strong supporter of Nixon's policies. 


Melvin R. Laird, Nixon's chief 


domestic adviser and a former GOP 
congressman, said Ford "is no caret- 
aker," will be a strong vice president 
and that "1 would expect him to run" for 
the White House in 1976. 


"Of course he'll be a candidate," said 


Rep. Wayne Hays, D-Ohio, who added he 
was glad Nixon chose someone like 
Ford. 


"If he had chosen (John B.) Con- 


nally," Hays said, "there would have 
been the bloodiest battle since Gettys- 
burg." 


House Speaker Cari Albert said he had 


told Nixon Wednesday that Ford "was 
my choice and the easiest to be con- 
firmed." 


Besides Connally, the former Texas

Republican, others who had been con- 
sidered in the running as Agnew's suc- 
cessor included Gov. Nelson A.

said, then decided upon Ford at dawn 
Friday while at his Camp David retreat.

WASHINGTON (AP) -President 


Nixon appears certain to appeal to the 
Supreme Court a federal appeals court 
ruling demanding surrender of White 
House tapes for judicial examination. 


In a 5 to 2 decision Friday, the U.S. 


Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia upheld U.S. District Court 
Judge John J. Sirica's decision ordering 
the tapes turned over to him. 


The appeals court gave the President 


until next Friday to ask the Supreme 
Court to review its decision. 


The President "is not above the law's 


commands," the court said in rejecting 
Nixon's contention that the constitu- 
tional doctrine of separation of powers 
prohibits one branch of government 
from forcing another branch to obey its 
commands. 


There was no immediate comment 


from the White House, where attention 


was focused Friday night on the 
presidential nomination of Rep. Gerald 
R. Ford. R-Mich., for vice president. 


Special Watergate prosecutor 


Archibald Cox, who had subpoenaed 
tapes of nine presidential conversations 
about Watergate, has argued that the 
tapes are essential to the grand jury's 
attempt to determine the extent of the 
conspiracy to obstruct the probe of the 
June 17, 1972 break-in at Democratic 
National Committee headquarters. 


Charles Alan Wright, lawyer for the 


President, had argued that the doctrine 
of executive privilege and the Constitu- 
tion gave Nixon sole authority to decide 
if presidential documents" could be 
turned over either to the courts or to 
Congress. 


In asking the appeals court to reverse 


Sirica's decision, Wright had argued 


that ordering release of the tapes would 
breach the traditional confidentiality of 
presidential discussions with his aides, 
ar.d "from that rr.orr.er,: on it would be 
simply impossible for any president of 
the United States to function." 


Cox had contended that not even the 


President was above the law and that the 
tapes were unique in that they were 
evidence in a grand jury investigation of 
possible criminal activity. 


The unsigned opinion by the five-judge 


majority referred to Cox's argument as 
"the uniquely powerful showing made 
by the special prosecutor in this case." 


Comprising the majority were Judges 


David L. Bazelon, J. Skelfy Wright, Carl 
McGowan, Harold J. Leventha! and 
Spottswood W. Robinson III. 


The dissenters, both Nixon appointees, 


were Judges George MacKinnon and 
Malcolm Wilkie.

GREEN BAY —The focus will be on

doesn't," says the rangy Tennesseean. 


"I'd like to do well because I know 


he's going to do well," says the rangy 
Tennesseean. "By doing well, I mean 
having a good average. 


"But if I have to kick some from 


midfield, I'll still try to kick out of 
bounds, instead of kicking into the end 
zone because field position is so im- 
portant. 


"Actually, kicking against a guy like 


Wilson helps you get a little better 
prepared for a game. The incentive to 
do better is greater in that kind of 
situation. 


"It possibly could put greater pres- 


sure on me personally," Widby ad- 
mitted. "As far as he kicks 'em. if you 
don't get a good return and you don't 
move the bail offensively to get out of 
the hole, I'm going to have to kick the 
ball a long way in order to stay even in 
field position, so to speak." 


Widby attributes his success, in part, 


to altering his approach. "Some people 
call what I'm doing now a three-step 
approach but I have a tendency to call 
it two-and-three-quarters," he said. "I 
like to meet the ball when it's snapped. 


"I've cut down on my stride, though, 


so there's less chance of losing im- 
balance. 


"No," he added in reply to a ques- 


tion, "it hasn't been a particularly- 
tough adjustment. I should have been 


doing it all along, but I got into 
a habit last year where I was taking 
three or four steps." 


That, the faithful may remember, 


occurred toward the end of the season, 
when he had two punts blocked in the 
'72 finale at New Orleans —one inad- 
vertently by teammate Jim Carter. 


A mental factor likewise has figured 


in his impressive getaway, Widby 
feels. 


"I've worked more this year on 


concentrating on kicking the ball to a 
certain spot," he said. "If I do this, I 
seem to get my feet through the ball a 
lot better. If I don't, I have a tendency 
to hook it." 


Although he has not had a punt 


blocked to date, the ex-Cowboy con- 
cedes there will be more than or- 
dinary concern about such a prospect 
against the Chiefs. 


"They didn't put much pressure on 


during our pre-season game at Kansas 
City in August," he said, "but I've 
watched their last three games on film 
and they put on a lot of pressure in all 
of them. They were using a lot of 
10-man rush. And when they used a 
9-man, they came like mad. They don't 
get back and try to get a good return, 
they just try to block the kick.

Harold V. Brown, Yale, Okla., president 
of the Jim Thorpe Memorial Commis- 
sion. The commission has plans to erect 
a So million memorial structure to house 
memorabilia of Thorpe's athletic career 
and an Oklahoma athletic hall of fame. 


Thorpe died in 1951, bitter about losing 


his Olympic medals because he had 
played semiprofessional baseball two 
summers preceding his entry in the 1912 
Olympics.

Each school district is required to 


examine even,' child entering its system 
to detect exceptional educational "needs 
and provide a program to meet those 
needs with the consent of the child's 
parents, said Kenneth McMahon, con- 
sultant for the handicapped in the state 
Department of Public Instruction 
(DPI). 


McMahon was one of three speakers 


featured Thursday at the regional 
meeting of the Wisconsin Association of 
School Boards at Nino's Restaurant. 


If a program is recommended, the 


school districz clerk must notify the 
parents telling them the pertinent in- 
formation and notifying them of their 
right to a hearing. He added thai if a 
district can not provide the appropriate 
program, it must arrange for the child's 
inclusion in a program in the nearest 
public schoo! system providing ii. 


McMahon also noted thai ihere is a 


provision for the possible inclusion in 
out-of-staie and private, non-sectarian 
organizations but he noted that its 
legality has yet to be :esred. 


The pareni has a right to a private or 


public hearing, :c examine and cross- 
examine, and to obtain all available 
records on his child, McMahon said. If 
still displeased with the decision, the 
parents can appeal to the state 
superintendent and eventually to the 
circuit court. 


On the state level, several committees 


are working on the different aspects of 
the bill. A crisis and coordinating com- 
mittee is progressing well, he noted. 
The group studying the requirement for 
a multidisciplinary team is considering 
the number and background of the 
teams' members. 


The schoo! districts" relation to 


county and state institutions wili need 
revision, particularly with the depart- 
ment of health and social services, he 
said. 


Robert Van Raalte, an assistant 


superintendent for DPI, also spoke to 
the approximately 100 school district 
representatives present at tne meeting. 


Van Raalte concentrated on four

Miller said the idea came up several 


years ago, when there was great 
interest in re-dredging the channel. 
Since the fill couldn't be dumped back 
in the lake, Miller said, covering the 
reef was seen as the best alternative. 


The city council approved the plan, as 


did the state Department of Natural 
Resources, in 1970. Since that time, the 
Army Corps of Engineers determined 


that the route was no longer an "active 
channel," so the corps was not respon- 
sible for dredging it. Miller said federal 
legislation would probably be needed to 
re-dredge the channel. 


He said it would cost too much to haul 


the fill anywhere but the reef, but no 
real cost studies have been done. He 
read an April letter from Public Works 
Director Wayne Bryan, saying all the 
aspects of the proposal be studied, 
including the possibility of removing 
the reef. A permit from the corps of 
engineers would be required for build- 
ing the bulkhead hr.e. 


The harbor committee discovered last

Steiger said. 


Citing a "strong spirit of volun- 


teerism in America," Steiger said, 
'•This new law permits a clearly 
defined, cohesive program to be es- 
tablished, coordinating the activities of 
all Action agencies." 


Although it was created two years ago 


by President Nixon, the program never 
had a congressional mandate. 


"A major step forward for the agency 


was establishment 
in the law of 


authority to design and try out new 
programs to broaden the range of 
volunteerism," Steiger said. 


Steiger, who has introduced similar 


legislation during the last two congres- 
sional sessions, said, "Basically, it 
provides an opportunity7 for persons to 
become volunteers in a wide range of 


community projects." 


Under the Action umbrella, "Each 


volunteer will receive a living allowance 
and, after completing service, a stipend 
for an educational program. The 
amount of the stipend will be tied to the 
length of service. 


"The program, aside from meeting 


community needs not now being fullv 
taken care of, also has the important 
advantage of providing educational op- 
portunities for individuals who might 
not otherwise be able to afford them," 
Steiger said. 


Unaffected by the new legislation is 


the Peace Corps, which will continue. 
Vista Volunteers can now enroll for two 
years. 


It also gives recognition to an 


experimental 
program—University 


Year for Action-in which "thousands of 
volunteers in colleges and universities 
around the country have gone to work 
on poverty problems in their communi- 
ties while continuing to 
receive 


academic credit." 


Calling the passage "a model of 


cooperation between congress and the 
administration," 
Steiger 
added, 


"Recognition of the importance of this, 
resource through this mandate of 
congress should provide the impetus for 
even further involvement by more 
Americans in these kinds of efforts."

He said he had received 
many complaints from disgruntled ci- 
tizens over the odors. 


"I don't intend to fool around with 


the problem." Adams said, adding that 
he didn't want "another Kaukauna" in 
Menasha.

One of the great anomalies of the times, as it must appear 


to thousands of men and women of humble station and 
means, is the seemingly endless growth of the public 
welfare caseloads in Wisconsin and elsewhere at a time of 
unprecedented economic production and aggregate private 
earnings. 


In Wisconsin the Milwaukee county public assistance 


department has been the target of critical review by the 
public press during the last year, with uncontested 
disclosures thai were sad tales of administrative inef- 
ficiency if it did not involve actual negligence and in- 
difference to fraud. In Madison Mrs. Jean Lucey. with a 
courageous candor that many will admire, has scorned the 
general indifference to what she described as the "working 
poor." as distinguished from the dependent poor, and has 
made clear her conviction that the latter are often counted 
too loosely. 


What can be done? There is a tendency toward skepticism 


when politicians confronting problems that defy easy 
resolution set up study committees. Too often, indeed, the 
study committee is a poorly concealed device to give the 
illusion of action, with the hope of stalling until the spotlight 
of public attention wavers and is gradually lost. 


Notwithstanding, and with the realization that we may be 


seeing another such maneuver, the decision of the 
Republican state senate leadership and Gov.

The governor is a professional politician, and a highly 


skilled representative of his calling. He is as unhappy about 
the welfare operation in Wisconsin as are contemporary 
politicians of far more conservative persuasion. But he is a 
realist, and the fact has contributed visibly to his career 
success. 


In making public the names of his own nominees for the 


impressively manned joint citizens-legislative study group 
he invited them to act boldly, with no reservations about 
immunity to challenge any rule, policy, person or custom. 


"If welfare abuses are to be stopped, and a fair program 


of assistance established, some major changes are needed 
in the way we do things today," he says. 


That is what his Republican colleagues in state govern- 


ment policy-making have been saying. 


"Welfare waste must be stopped, but it cannot be stopped 


if the status quo is protected," he adds, and he has hit the 
bull's eye again.

Defeated in two successive elections, with a 


campaign treasury significant for its absence, 
mortified by the endless inquiry into the 
incredible Watergate aberration, and entrusted 
to untried organization leadership, can it be 
regarded as a viable competitor of the tough, 
proud and confident Democratic party that has 
risen to convincing stature? 


One answer is that it must be that competitor. 


The kind of government that the people of 
Wisconsin have proudly operated over the 
generations requires alternatives in leadership, 
and in program and policy objectives. 


On the face of it, the Republican apparatus of 


the state is as weak as it has been in a third of a 
century or more. But there has always been a 
high degree of volatility in the Wisconsin elec- 
torate. A poll would show more voters who 
identify with Democrats than with Republicans, 
but that was true also in the years when the 
Republicans ruled. 


Key is in middle 


The more important fact about Wisconsin 


politics is the great middle, the strategically 
vital ratio of eligible voters who eschew cons- 
cious identification. Can they be persuaded to 
return to the Republican column in future state 
elections, as they were so often in the 1940s and 
1950s, after the Republicans broke the powerful 


third party Progressive movement as the 
Democrats won their first significant elections 
in the late 1950s and early 1960s? 


No serious student of Wisconsin affairs is 


likely to predict, even by inference. Yet the

There are lessons about the independence of 


the Wisconsin electorate in the conduct and 
assertions of the most successful men of the 
contemporary Democratic party.

obscure young member of the state legislature 
he unhorsed a seasoned Republican governor.

Not a day 
passes that Pat Lucey, who knows more about 
the years of the locust than most men of his 
generation, daily prepares for another cam- 
paign, overtly or instinctively. 


Only one way to go 


Some Republicans evidently believe that 


there is only one direction for them to go. Any 
further descent might be fatal. Yet the sig~- 
nificam fact is that there are men and more and 
more women available for the joyless task of 


reconstruction. 


David Sullivan, the youngest state committee 


chairman in many years, is a man not easily 
discouraged. There are frictions and fissues, 
but Sullivan is aggressive, vigorous and con- 
fident. Can he achieve solvency in the party's 
treasury- in a seasonable time? One significant 
clue may come in December, when a vitally 
important party fund raiser in Milwaukee will 
lure donors with Sen. James Buckley of New 
York as the speaker. 


Sullivan has already shown a good sense of

The U.S. in the Middle East 


While Egyptian troops."were preparing their offensive 


across the Suez Canal into the Sinai peninsula last week, 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger was meeting with 
foreign ministry officials of Egypt, Jordan, Morocco, 
Lebanon and Israel in what the Department of State called 
"a new kind of dialog." It obviously didn't include a 
discussion of w-hat was really going on. 


It w^ell may be that Washington preoccupation with 


Watergate and related affairs has blunted its awareness of 
important events elsewhere, something which Congress as 
well as the executive department should consider. 


However, the United States cannot be blamed for all the 


troubles in the Middle East. There is what Denis Brogan 
some time ago referred to as "the myth of American 
omnipotence" which was highly responsible for embroiling 
us in the Southeast Asia conflict. The United States is not 
responsible for the Soviet build-up of Arabian military 
power which certainly encouraged the attack or the failure 
of Arab leaders to curb the international terrorism of its 
fanatics. Ihese in turn deterred the Israelis from any 
serious attempt to find an honorable and secure way of 
withdrawing from the territory occupied in the war" six 
years ago. The hard line in the Middle East, like that in 
Northern Ireland, only begets more of the same. 


Nevertheless, the United States must take more positive 


action toward reaching a settlement in the desert areas and 
one which is unconnected with our own political situation. 
Merely because the Arabs do not have a pressure bloc in this 
country is not reason enough to ignore the Arab grievances. 
Ironically, our own worries about oil may eventually bring 
about such awareness. 


The United States has made a good move in trying to 


bring the matter to the United Nations. While keeping any 
idea of the use of our troops absolutely prohibited, we 
cannot afford again to relax once this particular fracas is 
over. A settlement reasonably agreeable to moderate 
leaders on both sides will be even more difficult because of 
the renewed hostilities but that must be our aim, and not 
casually shelved when the guns stop firing. 


Spain's dealing with Communists 


Last month Chen Chao-yuan from mainland China arrived 


:r. Madrid. And r-acist Spain opened diplomatic relations 
with Communist China. 


Last December Caudillo Francisco Franco explained the 


new look or Spain toward communism. "We must live 
according :c reality, not fantasy. The world is as it is and not 
as we would like it to be." More than that, Spain was still 
being snubbed by the European Economic Community and 
the North Atlantic ireaty Organization because of its"hard 
line ideological stands. It needed friends and trading 
partners. 


That need is ever, overcoming Spain's antagonism toward 


the Soviet Union which so strongly backed its opponent in 
the still remembered Spanish Civil War almost forty years 
ago. There is not yet a Russian Ambassador in MadVid but 
there is a permanent Soviet trade mission. Spain has trade 
and 
consular 
relations 
with 
Romania, Bulgaria, 


Czechoslovakia and Hungary and there is a Yugoslavian 
trade mission in Madrid. 


There may be a certain amount of cynicism about Spain's 


relatively new friendship with regimes its government once 
loudly despised. Obviously economics are one important 
factor. But relations made and solidified through mutual 
economic relations should not be scorned. What if Israel and 
Egypt depended upon each other for economic health?

manys. 


Eleven months ago on Nov. 8 the ball 


was set in motion when officials of East 
and West Germany initialled a treaty or" 
coexistence. The following day, Britain, 
France, the Soviet Union and the United 
States endorsed both states for U.N. 
membership. 


Admission has brought in the first 


two divided states and moved the Unit- 
ed Nations a big step closer to the U.N. 
dream of universality. The two Viet- 
nams and North and South Korea still 
remain on the sidelines. 


Satisfaction that the last big hurdle 


toward universality had been cleared 
became apparent when the flags of the 
two Germanys were raised at U.N. 
headquarters in New York, Sept. 19. 
Nations once threatened or overrun by 
the Third Reich joined in welcoming 
both countries into the world organiza- 
tion. 


The foreign ministers of both Ger- 


manys renounced the use of force, but 
their speeches stressed their mem- 
bership in rivai camps. 


East Germany's Otto Wlnzer declared 


that the two Germanys were entering 
the world forum "as two sovereign 
states, independent of each other and 
with different social systems." He 
made plain that his government would 
work in concert with Moscow and the 
rest of the Communist bloc. 


West Germany's Walter ScheeJ noted 


that the Bonn Republic had long put off 
entering the United Nations lest it 
hinder the reunification of Germany. He 
emphasized that his government" had 
not given up reunification, but not 
"seeks its future in a European Union."

The Egyptian justification for attacking 
was that "peaceful" techniques of 
settling the boundary dispute had 
failed. This is nonsense. Cairo has flatly 
stated for years that it would not sit 
down at the table with Israel. And that 
its precondition for letting anybody else 
try to settle the dispute was an Israeli 
withdrawal from the occupied terri- 
tories. 


The energy crisis 


The difficulty with the conventional 


wisdom is that it meshes so nicely with 
the selfish stimuli of the Western 
energy crisis. Although there is no 
reason to believe that Arab oil black- 
mail would cease if Israel were located 
in Australia, the temptation is to con- 
template a cold winter and accept the 
propaganda line (already launched by 
some American oil companies) that 
Israel's stubbornness is the cause of it 
all. In a realistic analysis, the Arab 
oil-producing nations are on to a good 
thing —all Israel does is provide them 
with an excuse for what they would be 
doing anyhow, namely sandbagging 
oil-thirsty industrial economies. 


My second concern is that Israel 


seems to have been asleep at the switch. 
Perhaps some Jews and Arabs would be 
dismayed at an attack on Yom Kippur 
and Ramadan, but Moshe Dayan must 
have heard the well-substantiated 
rumors that North Vietnamese General 
Vo Nguyen Giap, who now has some 
free time on his hands, has been 
providing "fraternal" advice to the 
Syrians and the Palestinian guerrillas.

(Giap's specialty is, of course, assaults

Ford's political career 
rose in sudden spurts 


WASHINGTON (AP) -President 


Nixon's choice of Gerald R. Ford as vice 
president marks the third time that his 
Moderate

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 


administration has decided for the 
moment that a moderate attitude about 
the Soviet role in the Middle East is the 
best approach to settling the Arab- 
Israeli war. 


Nonetheless, this conciliatory tone 


was given a tinge of warning Friday 
when Secretary of State Henry A. Kis- 
singer held his first news conference 
since the war started a week ago today. 


The United States, Kissinger said, 


does not consider that Soviet actions in 
the Middle East as of now constitute 
irresponsibility. 


Even in areas where Kissinger said 


the Russians have not been helpful — 
such as their encouragement of other 
Arab states to support Egypt and Syria 
and their arms shipments to Cairo and 
Damascus — he indicated a guarded 
tolerance. 


As to the arms shipments, Kissinger 


said, "The Soviet airlift, at this moment, 
is moderate 
and it has to be addressed 


in relation to the possibility of 
influencing immediate military operat- 
ions." 


U.S. officials said the secretary was 


indicating his view that the s'oviet 
shipments have not yet threatened the 
Middle East military balance. 


Kissinger also explained that the 


United States accepts Russia's longs- 
tanding support of some Arab states as 
meaning Moscow must give aid to its 
Middle East allies. 


Also, Kissinger said even those acts 


disapproved of by the United States must 
be weighed against "the relative res- 
traint that has been shown in public 
media in the Soviet Union and in the 
conduct of their representatives" at the 
United States. 


"I think that up to now both sides, the 


two countries that are most capable of 
producing a confrontation, that is the 
United States and the Soviet Union, have 
attempted to behave within limits that 
would prevent an escalation" into a 
major world war, Kissinger said. 


Kissinger thus indicated that 


American supplies of arms to Israel will 
be limited for the moment to ammunit- 
ion rather than tanks and planes 


In spite of this moderate tone, Kis- 


singer interspersed veiled warnings 
throughout the 50-minute news 
conference. 


While the Russians have not yet shown 


major irresponsibility, he said, "When 
that point is reached, we will m this 
crisis, as we have in other crises, not 
hesitate to take a firm stand."

Plan reviewed for Kimberly Point 


NEENAH - The harbor advisory 


committee has revived an old plan to 
enlarge Kimberly Point with fill 
dredged from the Lane Winnebago 
channel. 


Park 
and 
Recreation 
Director 


William Miller brought the idea to the 
city health and social services commit- 
tee Thursday night. The proposal is 
intended to solve two problems; 
Eliminate a boating hazard, the rock 
reef which extends to the south edge of 
the channel; and improve the channel 
itself. 


The park and recreation department 


has $3,000 in escrow to pay for extending 
the rip-rap wall and filling behind it, 
and is asking for another $6,000 next 
year. The fill area would be crescent- 
shaped, around the point. 


Miller said the idea came up several 


years ago, when there was great 
interest in re-dredging the channel. 
Since the fill couldn't be dumped back 
in the lake, Miller said, covering the 
reef was seen as the best alternative. 


The city council approved the plan, as 


did the state Department of Natural 
Resources, in 1970. Since that time, the 
Army Corps of Engineers determined 


that the route was no longer an "active 
channel," so the corps was not respon- 
sible for dredging it. Miller said federal 
legislation would probably be needed to 
re-dredge the channel. 


He said it would cost too much to haul 


the fill anywhere but the reef, but no 
real cost studies have been done. He 
read an April letter from Public Works 
Director Wayne Bryan, saying all the 
aspects of the proposal be studied, 
including the possibility of removing 
the reef. A permit from the corps of 
engineers would be required for build- 
ing the bulkhead line. 


The harbor committee discovered last 


month that normal dredging couldn't 
budge the reef — it would have to be 
blasted. They advised the park and 
recreation department to move ahead 
with the filling plan, by the spring of 
1974. 


Aid. Thomas Willarson said Miller's 


staff, along with the harbor committee, 
should study the need for dredging, and 
what effects the reef has on fishermen 
and boaters. Then they could report 
back to the health and social services 
committee, and the committee would 
take the plan to the council.

The law, which passed without a 


senate-house conference committee and 
with bi-partisan support plus legislative 
and executive coordination, ''officially 
brings together Vista. Foster Grand- 
parents, Retired Senior Volunteers and 
other volunteer programs under the 
umbrella organization of Action.'" 
Steiger said. 


Citing a "strong spirit of volun- 


teerism in America," Steiger said, 
"This new law permits a clear'y 
defined, cohesive program to be es- 
tablished, coordinating the activities of 
all Action agencies." 


Although :t was created two years ago 


by President Nixon, the program never 
had a congressional mandate. 


"A major step forward for the agency 


was establishment in the law of 
authority to design and try out new: 
programs to broaden the range of 
velunteerism," Steiger said. 


Steiger. who has introduced sim-Iar 


legislation during the iast r*o congres- 
sional sessions, said. ••Basically. ;: 
provides an opportunity for persons to 
become volunteers ir. a --vide range of 


community projects." 


Under the Action umbrella, "Each 


volunteer will receive a living allowance 
and, after completing service, a stipend 
for an educational program. The 
amount of the stipend will be tied to the 
length of service. 


"The program, aside from meeting 


community needs not now being fully 
taken care of, also has the important 
advantage of providing educational op- 
portunities for individuals who might 
not otherwise be able to afford them," 
Steiger said. 


Unaffected by the new legislation is 


the Peace Corps, which will continue. 
Vista Volunteers can now enroll for two 
years. 


It also gives recognition to an 


experimental 
program—University- 


Year for Action—in which "thousands of 
volunteers in colleges and universities 
around the country have gone to work 
on poverty problems in their communi- 
ties while continuing to receive 
academic credit."' 


Calling the passage "a mode! of 


cooperation between congress and the 
administration," 
Steiger 
added, 


"Recognition of the importance of this^ 
resource through this mandate of 
congress should provide the impetus for 
even further involvement by more 
Americans in these kinds of efforts." 


While Hauser was ushering the 


library board into the council chambers 
for

procedure drew some rumbles of pro- 
test. 


Aid. Michael Ellis asked, "why are 


we meeting with department heads 
before the executive budget?" Aid. 
Thomas Willarson agreed with Ellis — 
that hearings shouldn't be held until the 
executive budget was ready — but said 
there wouldn't be enough time for 
hearings if the committee waited for the 
budget. 


Neenah must adopt the budget by 


Nov. 20, a month sooner than previous 
years. 


As the budget now stands, with no 


cuts so far, the cost of operating citv 
government is pegged at 10 per cent 
more than the 1973 budget. When the 
city's debt service is added in, total 
government costs would increase over 
13 per cent. The figures are $3.8 million 
in the 1973 budget, and S4.3 million 
estimated for 1974. 


The tax levy needed to support this 


higher spending, for city purposes only, 
would increase from SI.9 to S2.1 million, 
raising the tax rate 89 cents per §1,000 of 
assessed valuation. The gross tax rate 


for city purposes this year was $11.39; 
projected spending in the preliminary 
budget summary would raise the rate to 
S12.38. City government operations will 
again account for about one-fourth of 
the total tax levy in Neenah's budget 
system.

principle, not more 'pragmatic' poli- 
ticians.

Because 
for too long pragmatism has been put 
ahead of principle. 


"These days, the political experts tell 


us that principle is immaterial —that 
all that counts is winning. We are told 
that, in order to win, we must satisfy 
the demands of the special interest 
groups for a piece of the pie, and at the 
same time, the people are told that 
they, too, should look to government for 
a sfice of the treasury. 


"Naturally, as the 'pragmatic poli- 


ticians' in both parties satisfy these 
demands, special privilege becomes the 
order of the day, government becomes 
ever stronger, and public office is 
placed on the auction block, for sale to 
the highest bidder. Then government 
degenerates into a means for politicians 
to feather their own nests, or the nests 
of their friends." 


"That's a far cry," Steinhilber said, 


"from the words of George Washington 
at the Constitutional Convention in 1787, 
when he saidi 'If, in order to piease the 
people, we offer what we ourselves 
disapprove, how can we afterward 
defend our work? Let us raise a stan- 
dard to which the wise and honest can 
repair!"

Adams, calling the stench a "public 


nuisance" and possible health hazard, 
said he wil! givfe the firm until Monday 
to correct it, or face legal penalties. " 


Tissue Mills President James As- 


muth said this morning that the com- 
pany's new primary and secondary 
treatment facility is in operation after 
about a month of shakedown tests. 


The process is the first of its kind in 


use on the North American continent. 


Asmuth said the arrival of equip- 


ment was expected momentarily at the

to 
chemically 
treat 
the 


wastewater and neutralize the odor. 


Adams called a press conference at 


his home, which is located about one 
half block from the firm, to dramatize 
the severity of the odor- 


Adams said he would not allow the 


problems of a private firm to "take 
place at the sacrifice of the people of 
this city." He said "this will be the 
first time and the last time this will 
happen." He said he had received 
many complaints from disgruntled ci- 
tizens over the odors. 


"I don't intend to fool around with 


the problem," Adams said, adding that 
he didn't want "another Kaukauna" in 
Menasha. 


Adams said he would contact, if 


necessary, the state board of health 
and would also consider a class action 
suit. The city could issue warrants 
specifying each day as a separate 
violation, the mayor said. 


City ordinances provide for daily 


fines in cases where odors are deemed 
to be a public nuisance. Adams said he 
would consider court action as a 
private citizen to eliminate 
the 


problem. 


Adams said he has noticed the odor 


as far from the plant as the city offices 
downtown and said others 
have 


reported it as far north as Bui lard 
Court, near Ninth Street. 


"I walked out of my house to go to 


work yesterday and the smell nearly 
knocked me over." Adam; said. "My 
wife said she got sick to her stomach". 
If it gets too strong, it becomes a very 
real health hazard. If people are get- 


ting stick to their stomachs, it's a 
health hazard." 


Adams said he sent the fire chief to 


the firm Friday to inform it of the 
disgruntled citizen reaction to the 
problem . 


"They have to find an alternative — 


including putting all their effluent 
(directly) into our plant," Adams said. 


With the new process, treated water 


is discharged to the municipal plant 
with no prior treatment. 


A company spokesman said the 


problem, which exists in the primary 
sludge handling system, produces an 
odor which is "admittedly obnoxious" 
but which otherwise is harmless and 
non-toxic. 


He said the firm took immediate 


action to correct it Friday by treating 
anaerobic bacteria with hydrogen 
peroxide in a thickener clarifier. 
Several days may be necessary to fully 
remove the odor, he said.

Improvements to 
highways like 10 and 45 — the "bread 
and butter roads" — have "fallen 
behind schedule rather badly" because 
of the lack of state money, he said. 


Transportation department spokes- 


men read those statistics to state law- 
makers, but there was no action. Many 
legislators, Clapp said, were not con- 
vinced that the public supported road 
and bridge improvements enough to 
pay for them. 


"The only thing that's really going to 


produce action is a feeling by the 
legislators that the people want it," he 
said. 


Other points made by Clapp i 
— Putting money into mass transit, 


rather than highways, might be just as 
effective and '-perhaps cheaper" in 
answering transportation needs in 
congested urban areas. 


—The transportation package that 


comes out of the January report and 
legislative debate next year will have 
to include money for both if its going 
to get the rural-urban support it will 
need to get through both houses, he 
said.
